A FRIGHTFUL AFFAIR. 


MOUNT rutASKi;- 111.; Aug. 21.—The

Charlcfi IMcMuhon, a farmer, aged -ID, a 
bachelor, living five miles from this 
place aud keeping bachelor's hall, had 
two hired men,.Bob Miithen/ and John 
Carloulr, llio former agod -I, hailing from 
Hazel Dell, Crawford county, tho latter 
aged 17, and from Fairliek'l, III.

three were last seen alive stacking grain 
last Thursday in Ihe field. Being missed 
the neighbors or. Sr.nday joined in tho 
searclj. Attracted by a dreadful Hindi. 
they entered a patch o£ high we u.ls, in a' 
slongh 
a 
half 
mile 
from 


the house und 
there 
found 
tiia 


putrifyiug body oOlcMahor, liiw llu-oi.t 
cut from ear to ear, his lie;ul tied up in ;i 
cloth, and his arms and legs bound with 
twine used by twme-biiuliiig machines. 
His head was almost cut oil' from tho 
body. Kobbery being suspected, search 
oE the house was instituted, and an un- 
made bed was found in tho room occu- 
pied by the hired men. At first it was 
supposed that the hired men had robbed 
McMahon, aud parties began to scour the 
country for them, when another appall- 
ing discovery was made. Tho bodies of 
both hired men. were found in a slough 
adjacent to the house in Hie same condi- 
tion aa that of. 31oilahon, thoir feet being 
tied together so that they could move 
them tan inches oaly. Both oC their 
heads were tied n» as iC to liliudfokl 
them. The theory ia that they were sur- 
prised iu bed, gagged, tied, and led to 
the slough, .and butchered like caltk;; 
that after this tho muivterci' went back 
for McMahon, and treated him in tho 
same manner. No money could be found 
about the house, aud some was known to 
be there. The theory exists thr.t the 
murder was committed by a tramping 
farm-hand named "Jakie" who had been 
hanging about Pulaski for some three or 
four years, and who.quarreled with Mc- 
Mahon about a year ago. 


The bodies were buried to-dajr, and 


the Coroner's inquest will bo held SVed- 
uesday. Detectives have been put to 
work, and it tho parties art? found they 
will bo stretched to the flrst tree that 
comes handy. Tho people aro fearfully 
excited over the matter. McMahou was 
wealthy and highly respected. The dis- 
covery of their bodies was made by a 
neighbor by the name of Long, who sus- 
pected there was something wrong from 
not seeing any of tho men around,

Washington Bed Tape. 


There is annually issued by tho de- 


partments at Washington about 300 
miles of red tape. If this wero stretched 
out in a straight lino it would reach 
from ^Washington to New Haven, Ct.,

N. 0., on tho south. 


Using Washington as a pivotal point, 
and moving tho tape around, tho ends 
would touch tho groat lakes and pass 
through the States of Connecticut, New 
York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Kentucky, 
Tennessee and North Carolina.

make another illustration, 1'rom. tho In- 
terior Department to tho Navy Depart- 
ment is about one-half a mile. Tho tape 
would go around these departments 300 
times, and bind them closer and moro 
securely than over Indian and tar were 
bound before.

Treasury Department uloco rsquires 
'288,000 yards of red tepo, and is closely 
followed by tho Interior Department 
with 129,000 yards. Following come tho 
Navy, with <W,500 vards; the State, -with 
28,800 yards; the War, with 14,400 
yards, and last, tho Postoffico with 12,- 
UOO yards.— Wanhinyton Post. 


INDUSTRIAL EXPOSITION 


Autoiimtic Counting of letters. 


Two officials of the London Post- 


office have invented and patented a. 
method of automatically registering the 
number of letters stamped. 
The count- 


ing may t>o done by mechanical or by 
electrical means. In the first caso a small 
counter similar to an engine counter, is 
placed in the head.or hand of the hand 
atamp, and each time the stamper pres- 


i sqs upon a letter it is registered on tha 


counter. At the close of tha day tho 
stomp is opened, tlie number of letters 
staijrpeil read oil' and registered, and tho 
countar set ready for the next day's 
work. In the second caso, two methods 
have been devised for electrically effect- 
ing tho object. 
In one caso tho striking 


of tho inking pad causes electrical con- 
tact to bo made, which transmits a cur- 
rent to a counter similar to that o£ a 
gas meter, nnd so registers every letter 
stamped. 
Tho other method is similar 


in principle, but a lover stamp is em- 
ployed.

An idea current in Wall street is that 


the Bank of America has a cooper-shop 
attachment. This is scarcely true, how- 
ever, though the great array of kegs 
which sometimes are rolled out all day 
long from the rear of the institution 
would seeiu to give color to the belief. 
The kegs are considerably smaller than 
those which usually ornament beer- 
saloon sidewalks, anil they aro always 
new. But, to those conversant with the 
subject, the interesting feature of these 
kegs is their contents. Each keg con- 
tains $50,000 in clear gold. It is from 
the Bank of America that most of the 
gold shipped to Europe from this city is 
sent. This does not mean, however, 
that t ho shipments are for the bank's 
own account. 
They arc not. 
At a first 


glance persons might suppose that when 
the demand arises for gold to send 
abroad the shipper would have only to 
send in his order for his hundreds 01 
thousands to the Sub-Treasury, -where 
millions of specie are on deposit. But 
there are suillcient reasons why this plan 
will not work. The Sub-Treasury cm 
pay out its coin only to creditors of the 
Government, and a Wall street man cai 
not become a creditor of the Govern- 
ment simply on his own option.

can not present a check upon his bank- 
ing-house and secure its acceptance by 
Assistant Treasurer Acton.

interpose. The Sub-Treasury can pay 
out gold only to such an amount as off- 
sets its debits. 
Theso frequently are 


comparatively 
unimportant. 
For in- 


stance, a couple of days ago the debits 
aggregated only 8100,000,'and this was 
to bo distributed among a large number 
of creditors. But while they can place 
no dependence upon support from this 
quarter, the associated banks of the city- 
have a means of their own contrivance 
for providing the needed gold. 
They 


have constituted the Hank of America a 
sort of trust company for their advan- 
tage. And with the Bank of America 
the associated banks keep on deposit 
constantly an enormous sum in gold. 
During the past year this sum has ranged 
from 835,000,000 to §-10,000,000, never 
falling below the first-named amount. 
To tlie members of the Bank Associa- 
tion the, Bank of America issues its own 
certilicalcs against these deposits, re- 
deemable on demand. So, when there 
is an occasion for making a largo gold 
shipment, the person desiring to for- 
ward it secures from his own bank these 
certificates for the amount required, 
and, presenting himself at the Bank of 
America, soon has the privilege of look- 
ing down upon the gleaming wealth as 
it lies piled at his disposal in the roar 
office of that bank—there, under his di- 
rection, to be bagged and kegged arid 
made ready for shipment. It is not al- 
ways the case that tho packing for ship- 
ment is done on tho premises of the 
Bank of America. Ono or two of the 
biggest houses in tho street have "coop- 
er-shops" of their own, and make then- 
consignments secure under their own 
roofs, but tho rule is otherwise. 
Kegs 
in which gold is packed—"specie kegs," 
as they are called—aro made of extra 
hard woods. They must have an extra 
iron hoop, and their workmanship must 
be above tho ordinary. 


Specie is not thrown loosely into a 


keg, nor, upon the other hand, is it 
carefully wrapped in tissue paper and 
piled up ono coin upon another. Tho 
keg serves only as a protection for can- 
vas bags, into which tho gold is placed 
in the ordinary hit-and-miss fashion of 
pennies in a Jersey farmer's wallet. 
The canvas of these bags is especially 
stout, and the ends arc sowed particu- 
larly strong. 
Into each bag go S/5,000, 


and ton bags lill a keg, so that each keg 
which rolls out from tho rear of the 
Bank of America is worth the round 
sum of $50,000, plus tho cost of tho oasli 
itself and the value of a yard or two 
of rough canvas. 
In tho interests o: 


security each keg is treated to what is 
technically known among tho ship|*ors 
as the "red-taping1' process. At each end 
of the kog, in the -projecting rims of tho 
staves, above the head, aro bored foiu 
holes at 
eijui-disluut intervals. 
A 


piece of red tape is run through these, 
holes, crossing on the head of the keg 
and the ends finally meet in the center 
At the point of meeting the tape it 
sealed to the kog's head by hard wax 
bearing the stamp of tho shipper.

meddling with tho keg must break tho 
tape or wax, and so on tho trip across 
the ocean it is an easy matter to watel 
tho valuable consignment and detec 
any attempt to interfere with it.

As a rule, the gold shipped is insured 
Safely watched till ou shipboardfthi

£300—something over 81,700—\ipon i 
shipment of $1,UUU,OGO.

One prominen 
house in Wall street, which sent sqm 
$30,000,000 abroad last year, paid n 
tax to any insurance company.

no insurance, these shippers say tha

In shipping specie there are many1 


matters of details which the experienced' 
man knows to bo of prime importance, 
aut which to a person unacquainted 
with the business seem valueless. 
For 


instance, in making ready a shipment 
of $1,000,000 to Europe the ordinary 
individual would be quite as willing to 
bag five-dollar pieces as double-eagles. 
Not so tho shipper who has his eye upon 
the main chance. 
He demands the 


double-eagles every time. 
Chief among 


the reasons for his choice is the fact 
that specie shipped in any quantity for 
any considerable distance always loses 
in.weight, and consequently in value, 
though abrasion. While a five-thous- 
and-ban; niaclo up of five-dollar coins 
would contain 1,000 pieces, tho same 
sum in double-eagles would take only 
250 pieces. In the latter instance there' 
is not much if any more than one-fourth 
of the chance of abrasion which exists 
in the former. Eight live-dollar pieces 
show a greater surface and have much 
sharper coinage lines than do two 
double-eagles, and the loss by abrasion 
on a long, rough ocean voyage must, of, 
course, bo considerably greater with the. 
coins of lesser value. The uninitiated., 
would bo apt to smile incredulously, 
when told that thorn is a loss—and one 
of consequence—by this abrasion of. 
coins. Circumstances, varying on dif- 
ferent voyages, of c-ourse, produce var- 
iance in the extent of the abrasion.

them tho shipper has been, obliged to 
my a premium, and generally so high 
was that premium placed by tho bullion 
brokers commanding the situation that 
tho possible loss by abrasion would hot' 
by any means balance it. But not long 
a"o a change came over this condition, 
of affairs, and a law lias been passed 
recently by Congress allowing tho Sub- 
Treasury here 1.0 pass out line gold.bars, 
from the vaults in exchange for National' 
coin. 
This is to the Government's 


advantage, in that heretofore specie has 
been obtainable without any charge'for 
tho one-fourth of 1 per cent, coinage 
cost. 
Tho issuance of the bars, more- 


over, will tend to keep United States 
coin at homo. 
This new law went into 


effect Juno 1, and its appreciation in 
Wall street is shown by the fact that 
$1,800,000 in bars has been bought 
within the past fortnight.

It is popularly supposed that all gold 


received from this side of the ocean by 
the Bank of England is roassayed there 
before acceptance. 
This is probably 


strictly true of gold shipped in bars, 
and also, perhaps-, of coin which shows 
much wear or loss by abrasion. 
The 


Bank of England managers have tried 
to convince the world that they assay 
every ounce of gold received. 
But the 


President of a prominent Wall street 
bank yesterday characterized this as- 
sumption as ono of tho "pretty hum- 
bugs" which fill the atmosphere breathed 
out from behind the counters of the 
Bank of England. 
"I always placed 


some faith in this statement of a roassay 
of all gold taken in by the Bank of Eng- 
land," added ho, "until a year or so 
ago, when there was a sudden influx of 
gold into the United States from Eng- 
land. 
Fully, two-thirds of that gold 


came hero in the stape of United States 
coin, and this, too, in face of tho fact 
that we had shipped no such quantity 
of coin to England in a long time. This 
coin came from the vaults of tho Bank 
of England, where it evident!}' had been 
treasured, and not melted and assayed 
as the Directors of that big institution 
would fain convince us poor Yankees. 
Yes, indeed, there's a vast deal of hum- 
bug about the Bank of England's pre- 
tensions in matters such as those." 


There is occasionally an interesting 


item of expense of another nature, the- 
mere entry of which on an account book 
would be apt to pu/./.le the m;in not ac- 
quainted with all the petty details of 
shipping. "Sixty bags" is the charge 
recently sent from London to one big 
New York shipper. 
This signified that 


the cooper hero in fastening the iron 
bands upon the specie kegs had driven 
his nails through the bags containing 
the coin. The result was that the Lon- 
don agents of tho Now York house were 
obliged to repack every bag so torn, be 
the hole ever so slight, before it could 
be placed on tho English market. 
The 


cost of now bags was a trivial matter, 
but it is of trivial matters that the man 
who handles millions is generally most 
careful. 


Shippers of gold to Europe frequently 


find it much moro favorablo to their in- 
terests to sell to bullion-brokers than- to 
deal with tho bank of England. London 
bullion-brokers very often are willing to 
pay as much as an eighth of a penny or

"sava: 


Not a day should bo allowed to pass 


without exorcise by whiuh—at least 
three times each day—ev.e'ry air-cell of 
tho lungs lias been filled "to its utmost 
capacity. Once,'at least, each day this 
should bo done by active exertion, such 
as a sharp, but not distressing, run, 
increasing gradually until two or threw 
hundred yards arc covered at full speed, 
or from half a mile to a mi!o at a steady 
swing. But any run long eiiough to set 
the lung bellows actively at work will 
snfl'ice for this purpose. Instead of run- 
ning, however,"somo may prefer spar- 
ring. This is capital cxerci.so. for the 
chest, and is goocfalso for tho arms ancl 
shoulders. 
A live opponent is not 


needed—in fact, is not desirable; for 
where there is.one the exercise is apt to 
be continued too long and repeated 
only intermittently, whereas it- should 
be carried ou.daily, and for a limited 
time only. A calf-skin-bag, fourteen or 
fifteen, inches in diameter, -hung by a 
'stout cord from .the coiling (if there is a 
•beam .to it, or fro in a cord stretched 
between two high, nailson opposite sides 
of the room), will make a capital dumb 
boxer. The bag should hang at about 
the height of the chin, so that its highest 
part is opposite tho eyes and its lowest 
part opposite the chest. Pound away at 
this as'if it wore the head and shoulders 


• of a living opnonent. 
Hit out from the 


shoulder so that it flies up to the ceiling; 
catch it "a good.one" as it tiles back 
toward you; advance a step, and hit it 
so that'at the next rebound it flies over 
your .head; spring sharply round, and 
iuoet it on that side; hit it upward till 
tho cord loops ; hit it round arm, so that 
if you are not quick enough it catches 
you on the back of the head. 
In five 


minutes' time (which, later, you may 
extend to ten,) you will bo pulling and 
panting like tho conventional grampus. 
.Toucan then rest, or turn to some other 
less active exorcise.

Sleep and Clcniillnoss of Ants. 


It is probable tlmt all ante enjoy pe- 


riods of true slumber alternating with 
thooo of activity ; but uetu.il observa- 
tions on .this' subject have only been 
made in tho onso of. two or three spocios. 
Dr. MoCook says that tho harvesting 
ants of Texas sleep so soundly that they 
may bo vn'otty severely stroked Avith a 
feather without being aroused ; but they 
are immediately awakened by a sharp 
tap. 
On awakening they often stretch 


thoir limbs iu a ruannar precisely ro- 
sombling that of warm-blooded animals, 
and ovon ynwu—the latter net being 
" very like that of tho human animal; 
tho mandibles are thrown opon with the 
peculiar muscular strain which is fa- 
miliar to all readers; the tongue is also 
some, times thrust out." 
The ordinary 


duration of sleep in this species is about 
three hours. Invariably on awakening, 
and often at other times, the anta per- 
form, liko many other insects, elaborate 
processes of washing and brushing. But, 
unliko other insects, ants assist one 
another in 'the performauco of their 
toilet. 


Tho author just quoted describes the 


whole process in the genus Atta. Tho 
cleanser begins with washing tho face 
of her companion, then passing on to 
the thorax, legs and abdomen. 
Tho 


attitude of the cleansed ail this while ia 
one ol intense satisfaction, quite re- 
sembling that of a family dog when one 
is scratching the back of his neck. The 
insect stretches out her limbs, and as 
har friend takes them - successively into 
hand, yields them limp and supple 
to her manipulation; she rolls gently 
over on her side, even quite over on her 
back, and ivith all her limbs relaxed pre- 
sents a perfect picture of muscular sur- 
render and ease. The pleasure which 
tho creatures take 
in 
being thus 


"combed " and " sponged " is really on- 
joyablo to tho observer. I have scon an 
ant kneel down before another and 
thrust forward the head drooping quite 
under the face, and lie there motionless, 
thus expressing, as plainly as sign lan- 
guage could, hur desire to bo cleansed. 
I at once understood the gesture, and so 
did the supplicated ant, for she at once 
went to work.—Nineteenth Century.

The Egyptian army was organized 


by American officers, and as far as it 
has any eHdciency it is their creation. 
Those 
officers—sonio 
twenty-five 
in 


number—went to Egypt in 1SGT, 
nenvly 


all broken in fortune and Oiled with 
high hopes in their new .employment. 
It was through Gen. Thaddeus P. Mott, 
and son of Dr. Valentine Mott, who had 
made'his way to Constantinople and 
there married a Greek lady, that these 
gentlemen wore induced to enter tho 
service 
of 
the Khedive. Gen. Molt 


served in Italy, and afterward rose to 
tho rank of brigadier-general in tho 
federal army during the late civil war. 
The best known of these Americans 
was Gen. Charles P. Stone, who almost 
immediately became chief of staff, and. 
soon after firmly established himself in 
a post similar in power and authority 
to that of Gen. Von Moltko toward the 
German armies. It was not long bo- 
fore the American oilicers began to fcel 
hostile pressure from two quarters— 
one from the. American consul general, 
Col. 
George "H, Butler, and from tho 


English influences prevailing in Cairo 
and Alexandria. Then followed some 
personal encounters and general bick- 
ering disgraceful to all concerned, and 
as a "body among tho Christian colonies 
of those two cities these gentlemen 
soon lost any collective standing. 
In- 


dividually, however, they were soldiers 
of established reputation, the larger 
proportion being from, the Confederate 
army, and they have nearly all led very 
adventurous careers, both before and 
after leaving the Egyptian service. 
The most prominent Confederate was 
Col. Charles Rhett, Chief of Staff to 
Gen. Joseph E. Johnston during the civil 
war. 
When Col. Ehett went to Kgypt 


he was very much disinclined to adopt 
the habits of the military in matters of 
costume, and, in fact, had no sympathy 
with tho country at all, and was quite 
outspoken in his views. From this cir- 
cumstance ho was never given an im- 
portant command, but like many others, 
was given his pay, according; to con- 
tract, which was" an indexible instru- 
ment. Ho was sicxed with paralysis 
while on a visit to Europe, dying sud- 
denly. He was tho most popular of all 
the American olVioors in Egypt. 


An ollicci' of no loss note was Loring 


Pasha, who, in- IS-!!), performed tha 
most clillicult and painstaking march 
known in American military annals. Ho 
conducted a regiment supplied with ar- 
tillery across the Rocky Mountains to 
Oregon—a live months' tramp. He sub- 
sequently engaged in the Mexican war, 
leaving an arm or. the field, but when 
the civil war came he cast his fortunes 
with the South. 
When he left Egypt, 


where he was commandant of Alexan- 
dria, the Khedive gave him $50,000, 
which it is understood has almost melted 
away in disastrous speculation. It was 
Gen. 
Loring who constructed almost all 


of tlie important defenses of Alexan- 
dria, commanded the disastrous expe- 
dition against Abyssinia, and whose 
hand is visible in the military organisa- 
tion as it exists to-day. 
He is living in 


New York, engaged upon a book re- 
counting the experiences of his life. 


The career of Gen. Charles P. Stone 


is well known to all army oflicers, and 
had he remained in his original position 
on tho army list there is scarcely an 
officer in the active service that would 
now rank him. Ho was, however, at 
the instance of the late Senator Surnner, 
sent to Fort Lafayette on 'chargos of 
treasonable conduct at the battle of 
Ball's Bluff, and was subsequently dis- 
missed. 
This event nearly upset his 


reason ; but he rallied, became a mining 
engineer, and finally accepted tha posi- 
tion at the head of the; Egyptian staff 
which he still holds. 
His conduct in 


Egypt has been both highly praised and 
severely criticised. One thing is certain. 
He was about tho only American oilier 
who was able to hold his place against 
all intrigue, first with Ishmail Pasha, 
tho deposed Khedive, and then with his 
son, Tcwfik, his successor. Gen. Stone' 
not only undertook to organize the pres- 
ent army, to revolutionise the rotten- 
methods ho found in vogue, but he set 
on foot a comprehensive system of cen- 
tral African exploration, under Col. C. 
C. Long, Sparrow Purdy and Majors 
Mason, Front and Dye. 
Tho officers 


now remaining at the scene of conflict 
are Gen. Stone, Col. C. C. Long (notin 
the army) and Maj. Mason. 
Sparrow 


Purdy is dead. Among those no longer 
living, too, are Col. Jenifer, the invent- 
or oftho Jenifer saddle; Gen. Sibloy, 
the inventor of tho Sibley tent; Gen. 
Reynolds, Col. Frank Reynolds, Mai. 
Hunt and Col. Campbell, all ex-Confed- 
erate officers. 
Gen. R. E. Colston, who 


made a journey of 1,700 miles on a litter 
from equatorial Africa to the Nile, is 
now en<raored as a military.instructor at 
an acaSemv on Washington. Heights. 
Col. Wood "is living quietly at Norfolk. 


It is hardly probable that .any of the 


American officers will participate in the 
struo-gle, with the exception of Gen. 
Stone, and it is extremely doubtful if he 
will be permitted to retain any impor- 
tant command if a religious war grows 
out of the present situation. 


Few of the officers-now live to see the 


fruit of their labors. 
There is a very 


large number of Americans and oilicers 
everywhere who will watch the result of 
the fighting as an evidence of what our 
military task-masters can do with Afri- 
can material. 
The army numbers 50,- 


000 men, and the troops carry Reming- 
ton ritles. In all of the local events of. 
the Soudan the negro troops have proved 
themselves better soldiers than the 
Egyptians. 
As to the Bedouins, there 


Islhe same romance about their fighting 
qualities as there is about the North 
American Indian in the open field. Like 
other nomads they are valiant in am- 
bush and can produce havoc, but they 
do not love modern artillery.— .Detroit 
Poxl and Tribune.

To my English ideas, accustomed aa 1 


am to plenty of fresh meat, a Dutch diel 
seems sadly insufficient on which to con- 
duct the business of life; in fact, broad 
and butter and sweets, and tea or coffee 
four times a day, meat and wine but 
once. As to the popular belief that the 
Dutch are a; hard-drinking, schnapps- 
taking nation, it is unfounded. 
You sea 


very little drunkenness among the poor; 
they are, in truth, too poor for it, and 
I never met any one who even knew the 
taste of sclinapps. Certainly the men 
of tho upper classes do not supplement 
their poor diet by strong drinks. A 
glass or two of claret or Knine wine at 
dinner is all they take, and sometimes at 
night a little brandy or Geneva* There 
may be some Mynheer von. Dunks, and 
on festive occasions, as at kermes or 
fairs, there may bo revelry, but as a 
rule the people are temperate. I may, 
in conclusion, mention that on fete days 
they make what is called avokaat, and 
is, in fact, a thin custard, strongly fla- 
vored with brandy. 
It is made in a 


large bowl and ladled out into the 
liqueur-glasses, in which it is served to 
all who attend tho afternoon reception 
of the person whose fete day it is. 
The 


future felicitation of the holder of tho 
reception is wished before drinking. A 
fete day may be a birthday, betrothal, 
christening; copper, silver or golden 
wedding; or to celebrate the fact that a 
gentleman has been a certain number of 
years in one appointment—say profess-

The Care of the Hands.

Many persons, especially

neglect their hands. Hard work will, 
of course, make the hands hard,: but 
they need not on that account be untidy.

with dirty face. To keep tho hands in 
good order n brush is a necessity. A 


nail-brush " may be bought for a very 


small sum, and, no matter what may be 
one's work, he can, by use of this, keep 
Ilia hands ill very good condition. -Bub 
the brush across tho soap and scrub the 
Finger nails, hot only at the end, but ai 
the base whore they join the flesh, aud, 
if there are any other parts of the hands 
that need it, give them a scrubbing also, 
The daily u.so of a nail-brush, and a 
careful paring of the nails before they 
get long, 
will enable the 
hardest- 


worked ffirmer to keep his hands in a 
comfortable condition. 
The greatest 


xouble with the hands is from a split- 
ting of the skin at the base of tho nails, 
causing what are called "hang-nails;1" 
this may be avoided by a little care. 
At each washing'of the hands, and after 
they have been dried upon the tb-srel, 
rash the skin downward away from the 
)ase of the nail by using the end of an- 
other nail; that is, use the thumb-nail 
of the right hand to dreys-the nails ol 
the left, and vice versa. The comfort 
that results from well-kept hands is 
sufficient reason, not to mention neat 
appearance, for properly caring for them.
